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New or Noteworthy Plants of Japanese Bambusaceae (10)

Two new varieties, Sasa minensis var. awaensis S. Suzuki and S. maculata var. abei S. Suzuki are 
described. Bambusa multiplex var. gracillima (Makino ex Camus) S. Suzuki is proposed for B. multiplex var. 
elegans (Koidz.) Muroi. Pleioblastus pygmaeus (Mitf.) Nakai var. distichus (Mitf.) Nakai is united with var. 
pygmaeus. New status of Pleioblastus yoshidake Nakai var. tsuboii (Makino) Nemoto is proposed.

Pleioblastis pygmaeus var. pygmaeus has gla¬ 
brous intemodes and culm-sheaths, densely pilose 
with short hairs at the nodes, thinly puberulous with 
minute hairs sometimes glabrescent on the leaf- 
sheaths, and thinly puberulous leaf on the beneath, 
while var. distichus is glabrous on the culm- and leaf- 
sheaths and leaves, and glabrous to pubescent with 
short hairs at the nodes. In the genus Pleioblastus such 
differences in hairiness stand in the range of indi¬ 
vidual variation.

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Muroi (1961) made a new combination, Pleioblastus 
shibuyanus Makino ex Nakai f. tsuboii (Makino) 
Muroi, without explanation. The type material to be 
preserved in MAK is still not detected from numerous 
packs of Makino’s collection. Judging from the draw¬ 
ing of Tsuboi (1916) and distributional standpoint, 
this plant must belong to Pleioblastus chinos not to P. 
shibuyanus. 

Distr. Very rarely cultivated in the garden.
